PROPOSITION FOR “COIN” PAY­ 
MENT VOTED DOWN. 


House Banking Committee Against the 
Retiring of Greenbacks But Favor­ 
able to the Withdrawal of Treasury 
Notes—Full Text of Cleveland’s 
Message. 


W a sh in g to n , Jan. 2 9 .— The house 
banking 
committee 
today decided 
against retiring greenbacks from clr- 
culation, but declared itself to be fa­ 
vorable to the retiring of treasury 
notes. The senate committee reached 
no conclusion during the morning. 
Gold men 
won a victory in 
the 
house committee by voting down the 
preposition to substitute the word 
“coin” for “gold” in the bond para­ 
graph. The substitute would have 
been a long step toward free silver. 
Cleveland’s message on the bend sub­ 
ject 
has aroused much criticism, 
The^full text is as follows: 
“ To 
t h e 
S e n a t e 
a n d 
H o u s e

R e p r e s e n t a t iv e s : 
In my last annual 
message I commended to the serious 
consideration of congress the condi­ 
tion of our national finances, and in 
connection w ith the subject indorsed 
the plan of currency legislation which 
a t th a t 
tim e 
seemed 
to 
furnish 
protection against 
im pending dan­ 
ger. 
This 
plan 
has 
not 
been 
approved 
by 
th e 
congress. 
In 
the m eantim e the situation has so 
changed th a t th e em ergency now ap­ 
pears so threatening th a t I deem it my 
du ty to ask a t the hands of the legisla­ 
tive governm ent such prom pt and ef­ 
fective action as w ill restore confidence 
in our financial soundness and avert 
business disaster and universal distress 
am ong our people. 
W hatever be the 
m erits of the plan outlined in my an­ 
nual message as a remedy for ills then 
existing and as a safeguard against the 
depletion of the gold reserve then in 
th e treasury, I am now convinced 
th a t its reception by the congress and 
o u r present advanced stage of finan­ 
cial perplexity necessitate additional 
o r different legislation. 
W ith natural 
resources unlim ited in variety and pro­ 
ductive strength, and w ith a people 
whose activity and enterprise seek only 
a fair opportunity to achieve national 
success and greatness, our progress 
should not be checked by a false finan­ 
cial policy and a heedless disregard of 
sound m onetary laws, nor should the 
tim idity and fear w hich they engender 
stand in th e w ay of our prosperity. 
“The real trouble which confronts 
us consists in a lack of confidence, 
wide spread and constantly increasing, 
in th e contin ing ability or disposition 
o f th e governm ent to pay its obliga­ 
tions in gold. 
This lack of confidence 
grow s to some extent out of th e pal­ 
pable and apparent 
em barrassm ent 
attending the efforts of the govern­ 
m ent under existing law s to procure 
gold, and to a g reater extent out of 
th e im possibility of either keeping it 
in the treasury or cancelling obliga­ 
tions by its expenditure a fte r it is ob­ 
tained. 
“ The only way left open to the gov­ 
ernm ent for procuring gold is by the 
issue and sale of bonds. 
The only 
bonds th a t can be so issued were 
authorized nearly tw enty-five years 
ago and are not well calculated to m eet 
our present needs. 
Among other dis­ 
advantages, they are made payable in 
coin instead of specifically in gold, 
w hich, in existing conditions, detracts 
largely and in an increasing ratio from 
th e ir desirability as investm ents. 
I t is 
by no m eans certain th a t bonds of this 
description can much longer be dis­ 
posed of a t any price creditable to the 
financial character of our governm ent. 
“ The m ost dangerous and irritatin g 
feature of the situation, however, re­ 
m ains to be m entioned. 
I t is found in 
the m eans by which the treasury is 
despoiled of the gold thus obtained 
w ithout canceling a single obligation, 
and solely for the benefit of those who 
find profit in shipping it abroad or 
whose fears induce them to hoard 
it at home. 
We have outstanding 
about 
five 
hundred 
millions 
of 
currency notes of the governm ent for 
which gold may be dem anded; and, 
curiously enough, th e law requires 
th a t when presented, and, in fact, re­ 
deem ed aud paid in gold, they shall be 
reissued. 
Thus the same notes may do 
duty many tim es in draw ing gold from 
th e treasury; nor can the process be 
arrested as long as private parties, for 
profit or otherw ise, see an advantage 
in repeating the operation. 
“ More than three hundred millions 
of dollars in these notes have already 
been redeemed in gold, and notw ith­ 
standing such redem ption they are all 
still outstanding. 
Since th e 17th day 
of January^ 1891, our bonded interest 
bearing 
debt 
has 
been 
increased 
$100,000,000 for the purpose of ob­ 
taining 
gold 
to 
replenish 
our 
(Join 
reserve. 
Two 
issues 
were 
made, am ounting to $50,000,000 e a c h - 
one in January and the oth er in No­ 
vember. 
As a result of th e first issue 
there was realized som ething more 
th a n $58,000,000 of dollars in gold. 
B etw een th a t issue and the exceeding 
one in November, com prising a period 
of about ten m onths, nearly $103,000,- 
000 of dollars in gold w as draw n from 
th e treasury. 
This m ade th e second 
issue necessary, and upon th a t more 
than $58,000,000 in gold was again 
realized. 
Between 
th e 
date 
of 
this second issue and the present time, 
covering a period of only about tw o 
m onths, more than $69,000,000 in gold, 
has been draw n from th e treasury.’ 
of gold vygrc ex* 


pended w ithout any cancellation of 
go^ em inent obligations, or in any per­ 
m anent way benefiting our people or 
im proving our pecuniary situation. 
“Our gold reserve has again reached 
such a state of dim inution as to re­ 
quire its speedy reinforcem ent 
The 
aggravations th a t m ust inevitably fol­ 
low present conditions and m ethods 
w ill certainly lead to m isfortune and 
loss, not only to our national credit 
and prosperity, and to financial en ter­ 
prise, 
but to those of our people 
wrho 
seek 
em ploym ent 
as 
a 
means of 
livelihood 
and to those 
whose only capital is their daily labor. 
I t w ill hardly do to say th a t a sim ­ 
ple increase of revenue w ill cure our 
troubles. 
The apprehension now ex­ 
isting and constantly increasing as to 
our financial ability does not rest upon 
a calculation of our revenue. 
Tho 
tim e has passed when the eyes of in­ 
vestors abroad and our people a t home 
were fixed upon the revenues of the 
governm nt. 
Changed conditions haye 
attracted th eir attention to th e gold 
of the governm ent. 
There need be 
no fear th a t we can not pay our cur­ 
ren t expenses w ith such money as we 
have. 
“ Besides the treasury notes, ^vhich 
certainly should be paid 
in 
gold, 
am ounting to nearly $509,000,000, there 
will be due in 1904 $100,000,000 of bonds 
issued during the last year, for w hich 
we have received gold, aud in 1907 
nearly $600,000,000 of 4 per cent bond. 
issued in 1877. 
Shall th e paym ent oi 
these obligations in gold be repudiated? 
they are to be paid in such a m an­ 
ner as the preservation of our national 
onor and national solvency demands 
we should not destroj- or even imperil 
our ability to supply ourselves with 
gold for th a t purpose. 
In my opinion, the secretary of the 
treasury should be authorized to issue 
bonds of th e governm ent for th e pur­ 
pose of procuring and m aintaining a 
sufficient gold reserve and the redem p­ 
tion and cancellation of the United 
States legal tender notes and the 
treasury notes issued for the purchase 
of silver under the law of Ju ly 14,1890. 
I suggest th a t the bonds be issued 
in denom inations of $20 and $50 and 
th eir 
m ultiples, 
and 
th a t 
they 
bear interest a t a rate not exceeding 3 
per cent per annum. 
I do not see why 
they should not be payable fifty years 
from th eir dates. 
We, of the present 
generation have large am ounts to pay if 
we m eet our obligations and long bonds 
are most salable. 
The secretary of the 
treasury m ight well be perm itted a t his 
discretion to receive on the sale of 
bonds the legal tender and treasury 
notes to be retired and, of course, 
when they are thus retired or re­ 
deemed in gold they should be can­ 
celed. 
These bonds, under existing laws, 
could be deposited by national banks 
as security for circulation, and such 
banks should be allow ed to issue circu­ 
lation up to th e face value of these or 
any other bonds so deposited, except 
bonds 
outstanding 
bearing 
only 
2 per 
cent 
interest 
and 
which 
sell m 
the m arket 
a t less than 
par. 
N ational banks should not be 
allow ed to take out circulating notes 
of a less denom ination th an $10, and 
when such as are now outstanding 
reach the treasury, except for redem p­ 
tion and retirem ent, they should be 
canceled and notes of the denom ina­ 
tion of $10 and upw ard issued in th eir 
stead. 
Silver certificates of the de­ 
nom ination of $10 and upw ard should 
be replaced by certificates of denom ­ 
inations under $10. 
Objection has been made to th e issu­ 
ance of interest bearing obligations 
for the purpose of retiring the non­ 
interest bearing legal tender notes. 
In point of fact, however, these notes 
have burdened us w ith a large load 
of interest and it is still accum ulat­ 
ing* 
The aggregate interest on the 
original issue of bonds, the proceeds of 
which in gold constituted the reserve 
for the paym ent of these notes,am ount­ 
ed to $70,326,250 on Jan. I, 1895, and 
the annual charge for interest on these 
bonds and on those issued for the 
same purpose during th e last year w ill 
be $9,145,000, dating from Jan. I, 1895. 
“ In conclusion I desire to frankly 
confess my reluctance to issuing more 
bonds in present circum stances and 
w ith no better results than have lately 
followed th a t course. 
I can not, how­ 
ever, refrain from adding to an assur­ 
ance of my anxiety to co-operate w ith 
the present congress in any reasonable 
m easure of relief an expression of my 
determ ination to leave nothing undone 
which furnishes a hope for im proving 
th e situation or checking a suspicion 
of our disinclination or disability to 
m eet w ith the strictest honor every 
national obligation. 


“ G r o v e r Cl e v e l a n d . 
Executive Mansion, Jan. 28,1895.” 
Most of the gold money congressm en 
talked w ith expressed the highest satis­ 
faction a t th e general tone of the 
President’s message. 
Outside of the 
question of the issuing of bonds and 
retirin g th e greenbacks they say the 
message is certain to have an ad ­ 
m irable effect in restoring confidence 
a t home and abroad. 
I t is generally 
understood th a t the President, w hile 
he did not m ention it in his message, 
is w illing to agree to th e coinage of 
th e seigniorage, or a t least the use of 
th a t as the basis for silver certificates. 
The situation is likely to be about this: 
A bill for five hundred m illions of 3 per 
cent bonds; 
the retirem ent of th e 
greenbacks gradually; th e substitu­ 
tion therefor of national bank notes 
issued to the par value of the bonds, 
the retirem ent of sm all bank notes be- 
low $10, the substitution for them of 
silver certificates, and th e use of the 
accum ulated 
seigniorage 
either as

injured who could be removed and the 
passengers, arrived here shortly after 
ll o clock at night, and everything 
possible was done for the sufferers. 
Engineer Pat Daily of Terre Haute 
was in charge of the engine, No. 34 
the World’s Fair locomotive.

was reported on board the wrecked 
train, but the company has do advices 
th at he was in any way injured.

WAR TALK

Action of the Mexican Government in Re- 
gard to Arbitration Starts It. 


C it y o f M e x ic o , Jan. 29.—W ar talk 
has received a fresh im petus by th e ac­ 
tion of the governm ent in declining 
the offer of the United 
States to 
mediate. 
T here now appears little 
doubt th a t G uatem ala m ust either eat 
very hum ble pie or tight, and its decis­ 
ion m ust be made a t once. The Fourth 
battalion of infantry is m aking pre­ 
parations to move from this city, its 
objective point being Acapulco, on the 
Pacific coast, w here it will be held 
w ith the other forces now there for 
transportation by sea w hen Guate­ 
m alan invasion is ordered. 
Francios Verona Muras, the Cuban 
journalist, who m ade such a vigorous 
attack upon Mexico in 
connection 
w ith th e reception of the G uatem alan 
m inister by Gen. Diaz, is supposed 
to have left V era Cruz yesterday by 
steam er for Havana. 
Several influ­ 
ential new spaper men of this capital 
petitioned Don Romero Rubino, secre­ 
tary of state, asking official action 
against Muras. 
G etting wind of the 
m atter he quietly left town, w ithout 
fighting any of the num erous duels 
w hich he had returned to partici 
pate in. 
The 
governm ent 
received 
many 
proffers of aid from w ealthy citizens of 
the repablic, aud the mass of the peo­ 
ple are so enthusiastic in th eir promises 
th a t these item s w ith th e num erous 
individual state appropriations, w ill 
very nearly relieve th e treasury de­ 
partm ent from m aterial expenditure of 
an extraordinary nature.

Taking Testim ony in 
th e 
Fam ous Case 
Is Begun. 
C h ic a g o , Jan. 29.—H earing of evi­ 
dence in th e case of Eugene V. Debs 
and others charged w ith form ing a 
conspiracy to obstruct

States mails was begun in Judge Gross-

Palace Car company, were gone into 
very thoroughly by one w itness placed 
on th e stand to testify for the prosecu­ 
tion, to whose testim ony the whole 
m orning was given. 
The court room was pretty well 
filled during th e session, several ladies 
being am ong the spectators. 
In th e afternoon a vital point was 
reached and during the discussion the 
court took an adjournm ent untfi this 
morning, w hen the argum ents w ill be 
resumed. 
The issue is on the extent 
to which the governm ent can go in ad­ 
ducing testim ony from th e witnesses 
and the responsibility of the board of 
directors of the American Railway 
Union as to the actions of th e men 
under them w ho exceeded th e ir in­ 
structions. 
On the settlem ent of this 
question depends w hether th e govern­ 
m ent can prove conspiracy. 


M A S T S C H O P P E D O F F . 


Evidence That the Chicora** Crew Was 
Well Warned. 


B e n t o n H a r b o r , Mich., Jan. 29.— 
W ork in searching for bodies or w reck­ 
age from the Chicora has been out of 
the question since Friday, ow ing to 
heavy storm s all along the shores. 
Telegram s received here show th a t the 
sailors had some w arning of th e ir fate 
before it reached them , and they had 
used m eans to defend them selves, if 
possible, as tw o of th e boats masts, 
which bad been chopped from th e deck, 
have been found. 
It is thought proba­ 
ble the Chicora w ent down fully tw enty 
miles farth er north than was at first 
considered, from the fact th a t this 
w reckage is beyond the first findings. 
L ater dispatches said tugs can not be 
sent out until this afternoon, which 
means th a t no w ork can be done in 
the w reckage locality before W ednes­ 
day m orning. 
At all events no efforts 
nor money w ill be spared to pot boats 
in th a t locality to do all th a t can be 
done.

T e r r e H a u t e , Ind., Jan. 29.—The 
official report of the wreck of the At­ 
lan tic express over the V andalia-Penn­ 
sylvania a t Coatesville yesterday is 
th a t a rail broke after the engine and 
com bination coach had passed. 
Mrs. 
W. S. Powers of Carthage, Mo., is the 
only one reported killed, and John W. 
Norton, the St. Louis theatrical m an­ 
ager, the only one given out as fatally 
hurt. 
This is the first accident in 
which a passenger has been killed 
th a t ever occurred on the Terre H aute 
«fc Indianapolis, th e lesser road of the 
V andalia system. 
The dam age to the

trium ph of 
pessimism. 
There 
is 
ever 
and 
anon, and 
never 
more than now, 
a 
disposition 
abroad 
to 
distrust 
everybody, and because some bank 
employes 
defraud, 
to distrust all 
bank employes; and 
because some 
poi ice officers have taken bribes, to 
believe th at all policemen take bribes; 
and because divorce cases are in the 
court, to believe th at most, if not all, 
m arriage 
relations 
are 
unhappy. 
T here are men who seem rapidly com­ 
ing to adopt this treed: All men are 
liars, scoundrels, thieves, libertines. 
W hen a new case of perfidy comes to 
the surface, these people clap their 
hands in glee. 
It gives piquancy 
to their breakfast 
if 
the morn­ 
ing newspaper discloses a new expos 
lire, or a new arrest. 
They grow fat 
on vermin. 
They join the devils in 
hell in jubilation over recreancy and 
pollution. 
If some one arrested is 
proved innocent, it is to them a disap­ 
pointment. 
They would rather be­ 
lieve evil than good. 
They would like 
to be on a committee to find something 
wrong. 
They wish that as eyeglasses 
have been invented to improve the 
sight, and ear trumpets have been in­ 
vented to help the hearing, a cor­ 
responding instrument might be in­ 
vented for the nose, to bring nearer a 
malodor. Pessimism says of the church, 
“ The majority of the members are 
hypocrites, although it is no temporal 
advantage to be a member of the 
church, and therefore there is no temp­ 
tation to hypocrisy.” Pessimism says 
th a t the influence of newspapers is 
only bad, and that they are corrupting 
the world; when the fact is th at they 
are the mightiest agency for the arrest 
of crime, and the spread of intelligence, 
and the printing press, secular and re­ 
ligious, is setting the nations free. The 
whole tendency of things is toward 
cynicism, and the gospel of Smash-up. 
We excuse David of the text for a 
paroxysm of disgust, because he apolo­ 
gizes for it to all the centuries, but it 
is a deplorable fact that many have 
taken the attitude of perpetual dis­ 
tru st and anathematization. 
There 
are, we must admit, deplorable facts, 
and we would 
not 
hide or 
min­ 
ify them. We are not much encouraged 
to find that the great work of official 
reform in'New York city begins by a 
proposition to the liquor dealers to 
break the law by keeping their saloons 
open on Sunday from 2 in the after­ 
noon to 31 at night. 
Never since 
America was discovered has there been 
a worse insult to sobriety and decency 
and religion than that proposition. 
T h at proposition is equal to saying: 
“ Let law and order and religion have 
a chance on Sunday forenoons, but 
Sunday afternoons open all the gates 
to gin and alcohol, and Schiedam 
schnapps, and sour mash, and Jersey 
lightning, and the variegated swill of 
breweries and drunkenness and crime. 
Consecrate the first half of the Sunday 
Lo God, and the last half to the devil. 
Let the children on their way to Sun­ 
day schools in New York at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon meet the alcoholism 
th at does more than all other causes 
combined to rob children of their 
fathers and mothers and strew the 
land with helpless orphanage. 
Surely 
strong drink can kill enough people 
.and destroy enough families, and suffi­ 
ciently crowd the alms houses and pen­ 
itentiaries in six days of the week 
without giving it an extra half day 
for pauperism and assassination. 
Although we are not very jubilant 
over a municipal reform that opens 
the exercises by a doxology to rum, 
we have full faith in God, and in the 
gospel, which will yet sink all in­ 
iquity as the Atlantic ocean melts a 
flake of snow. 
W hat we want, and 
what I believe we will have, is a great 
religious awakening th at will moral 
ize and Christianize our great popula 
tions, and make them 
superior to 
temptations, 
w hether 
unlawful or 
legalized. 
So I see no cause for dis­ 
heartenment. 
Pessimism is a sin, and 
those who yield to it cripple them ­ 
selves for the -war, on one side of 
which are all the forces of darkness, 
led on by Apollyon, and on the other 
side of which are all the forces of 
light, led on by the Omnipotent. 
I 
risk the statem ent th at the vast ma­ 
jority of people are doing the best they 
can. 
Nine hundred and ninety-nine 
out of a thousand of the officials of the 
municipal and the United States gov­ 
ernments are honest. 
Out of a thou­ 
sand bank presidents and cashiers,nine 
hundred and ninety-nine are worthy 
the position they occupy. 
Out of a 
thousand merchants, mechanics and 
professional men, nine hundred and 
ninety-nine are doing their duty as 
they understand it. 
Out of one thou­ 
sand engineers, and conductors, and 
switchmen, nine hundred and ninety- 
nice 
are 
true 
to 
their 
respon­ 
sible positions. 
It is 
seldom that 
people arrive at positions of respon­ 
sibility until they have been tested 
over and over again. 
If the theory o1 
the pessimist were accurate, society 
would 
long 
ago 
have gone 
to 
pieces, and civilisation would hay;. 


been submerged with barbarism, and 
the wheel of the centuries would have 
turned back to the dark ages. A wrong 
impression is made th at because two 
men falsify their bank accounts, those 
two wrong doers are blazoned before 
the world, while nothing is said in 
praise of the hundreds of bank clerks 
who have stood at their desks year in 
and year out until their health is well 
nigh gone, taking not a pin’s worth of 
that which belongs to others for them­ 
selves, though with skillful stroke of 
pen they might have enriched them­ 
selves, and built their country seats on 
the banks of the Hudson, or the Rhine. 
It is a mean thing in human nature 
th at men and women are not praised 
for doing well, but only excoriated 
when they do wrong. 
By divine ar­ 
rangem ent the most of the families of 
the earth are at peace, and the most of 
those united in marriage have for each 
other affinity and affection. They may 
have occasional differences, and here 
and there a season of pout, but the 
vast majority of those in the conjugal 
relation, chose the most appropriate 
companionship, and are happy in that 
relation. 
You hear nothing of the 
quietude and happiness of such homes, 
though nothing but death will them 
part. 
But one sound of m arital discord 
makes the ears of a continent, and per­ 
haps of a hemisphere, alert. 
The one 
letter that ought never to have been 
written, printed in a newspaper,makes 
more talk than the millions of letters 
that crowd the postoffices, and weigh 
down the mail carriers, with expres­ 
sions of honest love. 
Tolstoi,the great 
Russian author, is wrong when he 
prints a book for the depreciation of 
marriage. 
If your observation has 
put ycu in an attitude of deploration 
for the marriage state one or two 
things is true in regard to you; you 
have either been unfortunate in your J 
acquaintanceship, or you yourself are 
morally rotten. 
The world, not as 
rapid as we would like, but still with 
long strides,is on the way to the scenes 
of beatitude and felicity which the 
Bible depicts. 
The man who can 
not see this is wrong, either in his 
heart, or liver, or spleen. 
Look at the 
great Bible picture gallery, 
where 
Isaiah has set up the pictures of abor- 
escence, girdling the world with cedar, 
and fir, and pine, and boxwood, and 
the lion led by a child; and St. John’s 
pictures of waters and trees, and white 
horse cavalry, and tears wiped away, 
and trum pets blown, and harps struck, 
and nations redeamed. 
While there 
are ten. thousand things I do not like, 
have not seen any discouragement for 
the cause of God for tw enty-five j*ears. 
The Kingdom is coming. 
The earth is 
preparing to put on bridal array. 
We 
need to b^, getting our anthems and 
grand marches ready. 
In our liymn- 
ology we shall have more use for An­ 
tioch than 
for Windham; for Ariel 
than for Naomi. 
Let “ Hark! from 
the Tombs a Doleful Cry,” be sub­ 
merged with “Joy to the World, the 
Lord is Come!” Really, if I thought 
the human race were as determined to 
be bad, and getting worse, as the 
pessimists represent, I would think 
it was 
hardly 
worth 
saving. 
If 
after 
hundreds of 
years of gos- 
pelization 
no 
improvement 
has 
been 
made, let us give it up and 
go at something else besides praying 
and preaching. 
My opinion is that if 
we had enough faith in quick results, 
and could go forth rightly equipped 
with the gospel call, the battle for 
God and righteousness would 
end 
w ith this nineteenth century, and the 
tw entieth century, only five or six 
years off, would begin the millennium, 
and Christ would reign, either in per­ 
son on some throne set up between 
the Alleghanies and the Rockies, or 
in the institutions of mercy and gran­ 
deur set up by his ransomed people. 
Discouraged work will meet with de­ 
feat. 
Expectant and buoyant work 
will gain the victory. 
Start out with 
the idea that all men are liars and 
scoundrels, and that everybody is as 
bad as he can be, and that society, 
and the church, and the world are on 
the way to demolition, and the only 
use you will ever be to the world will 
be to increase the value of lots in a 
cemetery. 
We need a more cheerful 
front in all 
our 
religious work. 
People have 
enough 
trouble al­ 
ready. and do not want to ship an­ 
other cargo of trouble in the shape of 
religiosity. 
If religion has been to 
you a peace, a defense, an inspiration 
and a joy, say so. 
Say it bv word of 
mouth, by pen in your right hand, by 
face illuminated with a divine satisfac­ 
tion. 
If this world is ever to be taken 
for God it will not be by groans, but 
by hallelujahs. 
If we could present 
the Christian religion as it really is, in 
its true attractiveness, all the people 
would accept it and accept it righo 
away. 
The cities, the nations would 
cry out: 
“Give us that! Give it to us 
in all its holy magnetism and gracious 
power! Put that salve on our wounds! 
Throw back the shutters for that 
morning light! Knock off these chains 
with that silver hammer! Give us 
Christ—his pardon, his peace, his com- 
I fort, his heaven! Give us Christ in 
song, Christ in sermon, Christ in book, 
Christ in living example!” 
As a system of didactics, religion has 
never gained one inch of progress. As 
a technicality, it befogs more than it 
irradiates. 
As a dogmatism, it is an 
awful failure. 
But as a fact, as a rein­ 
forcement, as a transfiguration, it is 
the m ightiest thing th at 
ever de­ 
scended 'rom the heavens, or touched 
the earth. 
Exemplify it in the life ol 
a good man or a good woman, and ne 
one can help but like it. 
A city mis 
sionary visited a house in London anc 
found a sick and dying boy. 
Then 
was an orange lying on his bed, arn 
the missionary said, “ Where did yoi 
get th at orange?” He said, “ A mal 
brought it to me. 
He comes hen 
often, and reads the Bible to me, ant 
prays with me, and brings me nic 
things to eat.” “ What is his name? 
said the missionary. 
“I forget hi 
name,” said the sick boy, “but h> 
makes great speeches over in tha 


great building,” pointing to the parlia­ 
ment house of London. The missionary 
asked, “ Was his name Mr. Gladstone? 
“Oh. yes,"’ said the boy, “that is 
his name; Mr. Gladstone.” 
Do you 
tell me a man can see religion like that 
and not like it? There is an old 
fashioned m other in a farm house. 
Perhaps she is 
somewhere in the I 
seventies; perhaps 75 or 76. 
It is the 
early evening hour.

paper until toward bedtime, when she 
takes up.a well worn book, called the 
Bible.

and she rises up—a little more difficult 
effort than kneeling down. 
And then 
she puts her head on the pillow for the 
night, and the angels of safety and 
peace stand sentinel about that couch 
in the farm house: and her face ever 
and anon shows signs of dreams about 
the heaven she read of before retiring. 
In the morning the day's work has 
begun downstairs, and seated at the 
table the remark is made, “Mother 
must have overslept herself.” And the 
grandchildren also notice th at grand­ 
m other is absent from her usual place 
at the table. One of the grandchildren 
goes to the foot of the stairs and 
cries, “Grandmother!” But there is no 
answer. 
Fearing something is the 
m atter, they go up to see, and all 
seems right. 
The spectacles and Bible 
on the stand, and the covers of the bed 
are smooth, and the face is calm, her 
white hair on the white pillow case 
like snow on snow already fallen. But 
her soul has gone up to look upon 
the things th at the night before she 
had been reading of in the scriptures. 
W hat a transporting look on her dear 
old wrinkled face! 
She has seen the 
“King in his beauty.” She has been 
welcomed by the “ Lamb who was 
slain.” And her two eldest sons hav­ 
ing hurried up stairs, look and whisper, 
Henry to George, “That is religion!”

The national convection of manu­ 
facturers a t Cincinnatti, which was 
largely attended by men thoroughly 
representative of the great manufact­ 
uring industry cf the country, unqual­ 
ifiedly declared in favor of reciprocity. 
•‘The principle of reciprocity,” Bays 
one of the resolutions adopted by the 
convention, “ should be embodied in 
th e national legislation in accordance 
w ith the requirements of equity, so 
th a t reciprocal trade relations between 
th e United States and foreign coun 
tries may be developed.” 
This un 
questionably voices the sentim ent of 
all the m anufacturers in the country 
who produce goods for which there is 
a foreign m arket, and it is also the 
sentim ent of a very large num ber of 
th e 
agricultural 
(reducers of the 
country, 
whose 
interest 
and 
w elfare 
reciprocity 
was 
primarily 
intended to serve. 
When Mr. Blaine 
said of the McKinley bill, as it went 
to the senate, th at it did not provide 
a foreign m arket for a single add!

lation benefit the farm ers of the coun 
try. though necesssarily reciprocity 
agreem ents would also give advan 
tages to m anufacturers. 
T hat it was helpful to both these 
great interests the statistics of in 
creased exports under reciprocity in 
contestably show. 
The facts regarc 
ing the trade in breadstuffs w ith Cuba 
a short time ago communicated to ti 
senate 
by

no new agreem ent which we are likely 
to be able to make will restore the ad­ 
vantages secured under reciprocity. 
It will be among the first duties of 
th e republican party when it return*
